The chief question at issue was whether 
the Cabinet of Signor Oarroir should be sup- 
ported. .

Undoubtedly, many 
a skeptical loiterer who went into thie gallery 
where these drawings were exposed for criti-

ined them, It is certain that the publication 
of the best fifty of these works ‘will enable us 
to say with truth that. the American. printing- 
press will now furnish, the: most. artistic and 
beautiful illuminated cards in the world. It is 
not necessary to inquire how much high art 
can be put into Christmas cards ; but it may be 
said that as far as this peculiar art industry is 
deserving of encouragement, it has received a 
notable impetus.;* 

The collection to which we have alluded was 
interesting because it exhibited at one glance 
the commonest faults, as well as the most de- 
sirable attainments, of a large class of people.
